Murder at Sheffield.

Sheffield must be a raiber unpleasant city 
to live in, especially if one is oonneoted 
with “the trade ” The London Times of 
March 31st makes this startling admission: 

“It will scarcely be believed io the pres- 
ent day that a oertaia town in Eugland is, 
aod has long beeu, oharaoterizod by the 
prevalence of a peculiar sjfstem of murder, 
and the incredibility of the story will be 
inoreased when we add that the town in 
question is busy, populous and enlightened, 
at any rate in its own tsiimalion, beyond 
most other towns. Such, however, is the 
simple truth. The trade of Sheffield is 
known all ovsr the world for the exoellenoe 
of its produolions, but it is also distin 
guisbed by crimes which, we are happy to 
say, are unexampled elsewhere. These 
crimes are conventionally known as ‘Trade 
Outrages/ under which designation, and 
with the invariable date of Sheffield, 
they are periodioaily reported for the 
information of the oountry. A ‘Trade 
Outrage’ partakes always of a oerUin 
uniform character, and originates in 
circnmstanoes which seldom show any 
variation from a particular paUern. Some- 
body or other ottenda ag:iiatt thoae laws by 
which trade regulators affect to regulate 
trade, and for this crime the offender’s 
house ie blown up by gunpowder. Infernal 
nthchines are conatruoted so as to explode 
with a fuse, and in the deal of the night a 
terrible report informs the neighborhood 
that another “Trade Outrage” has been 
perpetrated. The deaths aod mulilalious 
are duly ohronioled next morning, but the 
discovery of the asaascios ie a rare occur- 
rence. These murders are not the deeds of 
individuals aoliog on impulses of their own. 
They are not dictated by private malioe. 
They are perpetrated, if aot in obedienoe to 
the order of a tribunal, at any rate in con>i 
formity with a reoogeized ajstem of terror^ 
ism. They express the resentment not of 
any parlioular man, but of a class. The 
ofiense in all cases is seen to have been an 
offense agaitsl oertaia rulee of trade, and 
the viotiioB are invariably men by whom 
there rules have been in some way infrioxH

That part of Eastern Virginia which mav 
be properly called the field of war embraoes 
neatly the whole of the tide.water and 
Piedmont regions— bounded on the east by 
the AUantie and the Chesapeake Bay, on the 
siuiih by North Carolina, on the north and 
northeast by the Potomao, and on the west 
by the Blue Uidge. Harper’s Ferry and 
Winchester are beyond the Blue Ridge, in 
what is called the Valley. This is the de- 
partment of Ueneral Banks, that of the 
Shenandoah, and comprises a belt of ooun- 
try about fifty miles wide, and running the 
depth of the whole State in a southwesterly 
direction, between the Blue Ridge and tho 
Alleghanies. Beyond Banks, on the west, 
is General Fremont’s department. 

Eastern Virginia has been divided by the 
President into two departments; that of the 
Rappahannock, under General McDowell, 
eomprises, besides a part of Maryland, the 
Disiriot of Columbia and that part of Vir- 
ginia between the Bine Ridge on the weet 
aad the Frederioksburg and Richmond rail- 
road on the east. General McClellan’s de- 
partment oensists of all the area cast of the 
Fredericksburg railroad. It is probable 
that MoClellan extends as lar as he ohooeea 
to operate to the south, in Virginia, and 
that General Wool’s department, at and 
about Fortress Monroe, is within the com- 
mand of the superior general. 

JAMX3 BlTIg. 

The rivers of Eastern Virginia nearly all 
empty their waters into the Chesapeake 
Bay, the only exceptions being the New 
River and the Holston, in the soulhem part 
of the Htate. Leaving out of view the 
Potomao, the James is the principal river 
of Virginia. It meets the tide at Richmond, 
one hundred miles from its mouth, and is 
navigable to that place by vessels of one 
hundred and forty tons. The only con- 
siderable tributary of the James, below the 
Blue Ridge, is the Appomattox, whioh 
flows into it at City Point, and carries seven 
feet water to Petersburg, capital of Din 
widdie county, ten miles from City Paint 
and twenty-two miles south from Rioh- 
mond. The James is navigable to City 
Point, nineteen miles southeast of Rioh- 
mond, for large vessels, and to Jameetown 
Island it has water enough for a frigate.

Cincinnati Oasette’s Account of 
the Oreat Battle ! 
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WAaHinoTon, April 11.— to Timet 
Mr Fox, Assistant Secretary of the Navy, 
returned from Fortress Monroe tooday. He 
has been in the vicinity for the past five 
days, expecting to witaesa ths destruction 
of the rebel steamer Merrimae if ehs ven- 
tured out from under the sheltenr of Craney 
Island rebel batteries, where she lay np to 
10^ o’eloek this morning. In her present 
position she controls the mouth of James 
river, aod will ohoose to remain there at 
present to prevent onr gunboais from going 
up that river to shell the right wing of the 
enemy, now powerfully fortified on the 
west bank of Warwick river, near its mouth. 

A gentleman who left Fort Monroe and 
the army of the Folemne yesterday, asserts 
that our troops ars in ths bent of spirita 
In oonsequonoe of tho etorm, much delay 
has been oocasioned. It in known rolinbly 
that a. short tune eiaoe, Giouoenter Point, 
directly opposite Torktowa. was strongly 
fortified. The river here is not over threc- 
quwters of a mile wide, aad the rebel bat- 
teries woald have fair play at any boats 
attempting to get near Yotkiown. The 
James and Yorktown lands, and the penin- 
sula lyieg between Yorktown and Riehmand, 
are of a soA eharaeter, and during miny 
weather it would be almost impoeeible to 
move artillery. It can well bo imagined, 
therefore, the diffioulties against whioh 
General McClellan has to contend with at 
this moment. 

General Roaecrans reported to the 
Secretary of War to-day and has received 
hie orders and will leave the oity to-mor- 
row. Secretary Chase has loft the oity, to 
be absent two days, and Asointant Secretary 
Harrington is noting Secretary of tho 
Treasury. 

The immense fleet of transports now 
lying eff Alexandria, having been chartered 
by the government to carry troops and 
army material, not being longer desired by 
the government, will be retnrned to the 
owners, thus relieving the people of au 
enormous daily expense. 

Htraldt Dupatek — The oavalry of Gene- 
ral Banks ooeopied Warrenton yesterday, 
the rebels abandoning the place without 
firing a gun. Few of the inhabitants re- 
main. The eoantry is exceedingly beauti- 
ful, the wheat several inches high, and the 
grass considerably advanced in growth.

This oity is eight 
miles from Hampton Roads, and one hun- 
dred and sixty miles by land from Riohmond, 
with whioh place itio oonneoted by railroad 
At Portsmouth, opposite Norfolk, is the 
Navy Yard. The approaches to Norfolk are 
defended by a fort on Craney Island, at the 
mouth of the river, whioh mounted tome 
months ago thirty-four guns; by Fort Nor- 
folk a few miles below the oitj; by a battery 
of twenty guns on Sewall’a Point, opposite 
Fortress Monroe; and in all probability by 
sevoral other works of whioh we knew 
nothing. 

THR MAMSRMORD. 

The Nansemond river rises iu the Dismal 
Swamp, and ia navigable from Suffolk, on 
the Norfolk and Richmond railroad, to its 
entrance into Hampton Roads, for vessels 
of one hundred toss. Suffolk is seventy- 
two miles southeast by eouth from Rioh- 
mond, and is a village of about 1,500 in-

Fredericksburg is oonneoted by railroad 
with Riohmond, from whioh it ia sixty-five 
miles north. It is eonnected with a point 
a few miles north of Gordonsville by a 
turnpike, whioh runs through Wilderness 
and White Plaias, nearly parcel with, but 
south of, the Rappahannock and its tribu 
tary the Rapidan. 

Winohssler is 150 miles uorth.northwest 
of Richmond, and 71 miles west by north 
of Washington. It is the center of a num 
ber of turnpikes.

A letter from Pattonsbnrg, N. C., to the 
Riohmond Whig says the Nashville was 
taken to sen by Lisnt. Wtllinm C. Whittle, 
and that she was taken to Charleston to be 
delivered to her owners. 

The Riohmond Whig oontaias news from 
Yorktown that Gen. Msgmder, with his 
staff, was at the Lea Honse, aear Lee’s 
mills, on Sunday, and came near being eap- 
tured or killed by Gen. Keyes. The horse 
of one of his sUff was killed nader him in 
his flight by n shell. 

On Monday Jeff. Ddvis addressed some 
wounded soldiers, and said he intended to 
share their faU on the next battlefield, and 
oome weal or woe, he would be with them, 
and whatever might betide, whatever vio- 
tory or defeat ensued, of one thing hs as- 
sured them — the eanee is safe; we will 
oonqnor in the end. 

The Riohmond Whig oontnins n dispatch 
aanonnoing that the rebel Oeneral Gladden 
lost his left arm in the battle of Sunday. 

Nbao Y'oektowh, April 12.— The sun 
shone brightly yeaterday. The rebels oon- 
tinns to fire with artillery upon onr pick 
els. Our guns never reply. The rebels 
have been greatly reinforeed daring the Inat 
few days. On Friday several veesele were 
seen to land troops at Yorktown, and also 
from Norfolk, by James river. A battallion 
reoonnoiasaaoe was made by Gen. Porter, 
and ehowe that the rebels have materially 
strengthened their works and monnted new 
oaanoa, siooo onr advanoe. 

St. Loots, April 12.— Major McDonald, 
of the 8ih Missonri. arrived here laat might 
direct from Pittsburg Landing. He eon- 
firms the death of Geneml A. 8. Johastoo, 
and was told hy a prisoner, a Lienteaant, 
that Rnshrod Johnston, who ssenped from 
Fort Donelson, was also killsd. He thiahe 
nil reports nbont Bsanrsgsrd being wo«* d 
ed are norelinble. An officer of the 
New Orleans Creole battalion taken 
prisoner eaye Beauregard ssade a speech 
on the Saturday before the battle, in whieh 
he told them that the result was a sure 
thing, and eoold not fail — that thsy wonld 
onpture Grant’s army, and then whip Basil 
and thus hold their railroads. If they lost 
the day, he said they might as well lay 
down their arms and go home. 

The story of the escape of General Praa- 
lise is not true. The greater part of his 
brigade were taken prisonere early in ikc 
fight on Sunday. Our guaboate did fiae 
work and saved our army from total dee 
Iruotion on Sunday. 

The beginning of the fight on Sunday 
was a eomplete surprise, many officers and 
soldiers being overtaken in their tents and 
slanghtered or taken prisoner. 

Gen Smith was not in the fight, bat lying 
ill at Savannah, not being able to get np oat 
of bed. 

Onr foreee, on Sunday, were not over 
36,000, the enemy’s not less than 90,000 
A rebel quartermaster saye that 90,000 ra- 
tions were issued ke'ore the left Cor. 
inth. The second day’s fight was not half 
so deaperats as ths first days. Ths rebels 
soon gave way before fresh troops. The 
pursuit was aot ooniiausd far. Major Mc- 
Donald thinks our killed wars at least l.OOO 
and wounded 3,000.

When the 
enemy fled they burned their wagonc and 
left their wounded behind, nil of whom are 
prisoners Waterhouse’s battery loet one 
killed and sixteen wounded, and Willard’s 
Chicago battery five killed and thirty 
wounded. One New Orleans regiment, the 
Louisiana Tigers, were nlmoet entirely left 
OB the battle field, killed or wonnded. They 
were nearly all wealthy men and dreeeed in 
the Zouave nniform. 

Gen. Prentiss escaped on Tuesday and 
came into camp alone. In the oonfoeion of 
the retreat he managed to elnde the rebels 
vigilanoe. 

Beaaregard intended to make his nttnok 
two days previonsly, bat extraordinary 
rains impeded his grogress and delayed his 
•nival. Had the attack been made at the 
lime intended, Basil oonld aot possibly have 
reaohed here in time to save ns from defeat. 

Footbus Moanoi, April 11, 11 p. m.— T he 
return of pleasant weather to-day hronght 
the Merrimao, as was generally anticipated. 
She had bean seen three days ago nnder 
steam, at Craoey Island, and na the evening 
of yesterday promised that the etorm had 
exhausted itself, few were surprised, this 
morning, at the annonnoement that she was 
in sight, coming down. The alarm gnn 
was fired at twenty minutes past 7 o’eloek, 
and as soon as the appearance of the Mer- 
rimno was generally known, the docks, 
bench, and rampart of the Fortress, and 
other points commanding n view, were 
crowded with spectators. The Merrimao, 
after showing herself beyond Sewnll’s 
Point, appeared to be heading this way. 
She did not long oontinne on this oonrse, 
however, bat turned towards James river, 
followed by six gnnboats, whioh had oome 
round the point in her company. Of the 
latter, the Yorktown and Jameetown were 
recognized. The others were bupposed to 
be the Raleigh and the Teaser. Arrivitg 
at a point midway between Bewnll’s Poini 
and Newport News Point, near the place 
whei^ the Frenoh war veasels, Gassendi and 
Casticet, and the Eoglish steamer Rinnldo 
had placed themself. The whole fleet earns 
to a stop; while toe Jamestown, followed 
at some distant by the Yorktown, and n 
small tag oontinned on her course. The 
intention of the Jamestown was not at first 
peroeived. As she oame aronnd, leaving 
Newport News on her left, it was seen that 
her object woe to oaplure two brigs and n 
schooner, whieh were anchored near the 
shore, nbont two miles from the point. This 
was done withont the elightest difficulty, 
and the aesistanoe of the email tug being 
rendered, the three prises were taken off 
under the rebel flag. The whole affair was 
concluded in less than half an hoar, and the 
Jamestown, having rqjeined the fleet, was 
ordered to tow their prises to Crnney Island. 
Taking one brig in tow astern and one on enoh 
side she moved slowly away. Slightly 
alarmed at this bold dash, quite a number 
of schooners in the upper harbor availed 
themselves ef n favorable wind and sailed. 
Up to this time the rebel fleet has remained 
in the position in whioh they first plneed 
themselves, and nothing more has bd^ 
done. The tide is now out, and probably 
no new movement will be made lor some 
hours. If the Merrimac should see fit to 
pay ns a visit, she will be appropriately 
welcomed. The -names of the two brigs 
captured are the Sabas, of Provi- 
dence, and the Mnrens, of Stook- 
ton. The former was loaded with hay 
on private acooant and the latter was ohar- 
tered by the governmeat bat had been un- 
loaded. Tbe name of the schooner has not 
been ascertained. The Captaids of the two 
brigs esoapsil ashore in n small boat with 
four of the crew of the Marcos. Two men 
were left on board the Sabos. They made 
no efforts to lower a boat to esoape and 
were taken prisoners together with the crew 
of the schooner. It is said that the onp'* 
lured veasels were ordered last night to 
move down the harbor for safety. The 
Bohooner Harmony, nsed ns a water boat by 
Mr. Noyes, Government contractor for sap- 
plying water to the fort, happened to be 
alongside of the Frenoh man -of war when 
the Merrimao made her appearance, nod 
was taken under protection of the French 
thus escaping oaptare. Mr. Noyee has 
previously lost by capture two lohooners 
employed as water boats by him.
